The Camp at Paducah. 

Our Padecah correspondent gives the very 
gratifying intelligence that the Commandant 
at Paducab has determined to apply strict mil- 
itary law and discipline there. N> one is now 
permitted to leave or enter the town without 
permit,and the County Sheriff ha« accord ing- 
ly been made a prisoner within tbe lines be 
cause be refused to teke the oath of allegi- 
ance, which it was needful to take in order to 
ect a pass.

All that would be required, would ‘be 
the presence of twenty or thirty millions 
of coin in the Sub-treasuries, in the chief 
cities, for the redemption of the notes that 
would be presented from time to time, 
Thus while the people would be enjoying 
the advantages of sound and convertible 
National currency, uniform in value, and 
receivably everywhere, they would escape 
the innumerable evils attending the ue of 
the present paper system. 

But Government demand notes and the 
miscellaneous issues of private corporations 
will never harmonize or work together, the 
baser sort will drive ous the better. Decent, 
honest money will not associate with dis. 
houest ship-plasters. For a time a few 
demand notes may be seen in the West; 
but as they are equal to gold in New York 
iu the paynient of debts, and can be sent 
there ata trifling expense, they will flow 
back by every express, and will be retura- 
ed to the Sub-Treasury for redemption by 
the debt factory fraternity, to make room 
for their own issues. A few millions may 
be kept in circulation. But they will not 
be ac plentiful as gold, because they can 
be more cheaply remitted to New York. 
The only way by which a National cur- 
repcy can be established is, first to tax out 
of circulation the special privilege shin- 
plasters. A vacuum being created, de- 
mand notes can be introduced, and main- 
tained in circulation. Coin also will be 
come plenty, as gold and National cur- 
rency would be of equal commercial value, 
and gold would no longer be absorbed and 
locked up by s thousand bank concerns, 

The Constitution recognizes nothing as 
a legal tender but gold and silver, anc ex- 
preesly forbids any State to coin money, 
or emit bills of credit. Where do State 
Legislatures find authority for conferring 
upon private corporations, the right to 
emit bills of credit in the shape of bank 
notes? The thing is clearly in violation 
of the ution. Nolower power than 
the whole people represented by Congress, 
should be allowed to utter bills of credit. The 
coining oft money and regulating the value 
thereof, is a privilege gonferred solely on 
the National law-making power. Why 
should individuals and private corpora- 
tions be permitted to derange and vitiate 
the circulating medium of the country, by 
injecting into it their issues ad Wditum 
The present National crisis brings these 
questions to the surface, and forces them 
upon the attention of the public.

In none is thischange more 
marked than in the London Times. Its 
American correspondent, Russell, draws 
less on his imagination of late, and more 
on actual observation. In one of his last 
epistles we find him strongly praising the 
material and morale ef the Union army, 
‘aml prophesying that the ultimate issue of 
the contest, must be the complete subjuga- 
tion of therebels. The Times is moved by 
the same spirit, and endorses the opinions 
and predictions of its special cor: espondent, 
and abates much of its habitual abuse and 
sneering criticiams. The “ paper blockade” 
is admitted to be a real one, and a very 
stringent one, and becoming tighter every 
day. In his 10th of September letter, Rus- 
sell says: “The South must die of at- 
rophy after a time, if every channel of com- 
munication with the outer world be shut 
to it.” 

The appeals to British capitalists not to 
invest a farthing in the Avmerican loan, 
have slacked off since'the Times discovered 
that our Government can obtain abund- 
ance of money from the American people. 
The latest indications were that large invest- 
ments in the loan would shortly be made 
by English, French and German capitalists. 
Confidence in the solvency of our Govern- 
ment, and in its ability to quell the rebel- 
lion, is gaining ground daily. The seeds 
of distrust,which the 7imes had sowed, have 
not taken the root that was expected. 

Other leading British papers, such as 
the Fvet, Globe and Herald, are moderating 
their hostility and fault-finding, though 
they are asking, with renewed anxiety, 
when the cotton ports will be opened? 
‘The London News, among all the metro- 
politan dailies, has been truthful and fair 
from the first. It has »een candid in its 
discussion of the objects axd causes of the 
war, and has never doubied the ability of 
our Government to put down the rebels. Its 
confidence was not shaken by the Bull Ron 
reverse, and from first to last it has shown 
no sympathy fer the slave-holder’s rebei- 


vehe French papers have dealt with the 
rebellion question, with infiaitely more can- 
dor and fairness than the British pross. 
They have said nothing against the Union 
cause in acensorious spirit, and have not 
failed to utter an encouraging or apologetic 
word when opportunity offered. Their 
aversion to the rebels has been unmistaka- 
bie from the beginning, although there are 
“agents of “Secessia” in Paris ready to 
promise and even to pay, handsomely fer 
favorable notices of the insurgent cause, or 
for censorious ones of the National pros- 
pecta. The German press have been open- 
by and boldly on the side of the Union, and 
more pronounced and outspoken than the 
organs of public opinion im any other 
European country. The German nation 
understand this to be a pro-siavery rebel- 
lion, which if successful, would overthrow 
free Government.
